And yet Regina, with jess than 
three-quarters the population of Greater Vic- 
toria, raised nearly a million -and three- 
quarters for the job, It took four years, but 
when pledges are honored, the new building 
will be paid for. 

And it will be paid for, presumably, be- 
cause a lot. of people believe the theory 
stated by “Tommy” Douglas, that a com- 
munity’can spend money on recreation facili- 
ties for youth, or much more for jails and 
reformatories. 

Regina, of course, had help. .The Pro- 
vincial Government started off with a $135,- 
000 grant and added another $7,200 to it. The 
City Council went for. $150,000,,with the 
approval of the burgesses at the ensuing fall 
election, And by-no-means all the money 
came ‘from Regina itself. 

The story of the Saskatchewan capital's _ 
-new, ¥Y can be paralleled in other cities in 
Canada. Hiles Tos, president of the

One of the commoh complaints. today is 
of pain in the neck and perhaps back of 
the head—pain which followed a so-called 
whiplash injury, sus- 
tained by someone in a 
car when it was rammed 
from behind by another 
car. 

I was just > 
good article on this by Dr 
Charles J. Frankel, of 
Charlottesville, Virginia. 
As he said, one of the sad 
features of this type of 
injury is that it has be- 
come such a football of ; 
attorneys in court. 

In hundreds of cases, it is hard for even 
expert: orthopedists and neurologists to 
guess how much of a man’s pains due to 
the injury and how eng is Aue to his 
grave anxiety over how ‘lawsuit is 
going to come out. His ‘cal and his 
legal expenses have climbed so high that 
now he says that unless/he wins his suit, 
he'll be left a pauper. His wife may tell us 
that he is now walking the. floor at night. 

What impresses me and my fellow 
physicians is that if we, who have been 
trained all our lives to see our way through 
such difficult problems cannot decide how 
much of the/‘man's pain is due to physical 
injury ang ‘how much to anxiety, how on 
earth cay a jury made up of good people 
.,who have absolutely no knowledge of 
‘ medigine be expected to make the correct 

ate? Why should we expect them to - 
i sure, when an old physician like. me 

Id hate to hazard a guess? 

There is no question, of course that many © 
good sensible people, with a whip-lash in- 
jury and no lawsuit to worry them sick, 
keep suffering severely for months. 

But there, is no question, also, that many 
a person. who, after the accident gets ter- 
ribly worried about his lawsuit, gets such 
an aggravation of symptoms, and perhaps 
even so much hysteria, that he becomes a 
very sick man.. 

What we doctors know is that ofte 
such. a man—whose honesty we did not 
question—got well the day his lawsuit was 
gettied in his favor. Another fact that we 
doctors know is that often a man’ who 
we can see with X-rays has a severe injury 
to his neck and who should have terrible 
pain, does not complain at all. This may be 
because he is an insensitive person who can- 
not feel much pain, or he is the type of 
person who can't be bothered to fuss about 
‘his health.

Be- 
cause of this, she does not get pneumonia, 
and soon she is likely to be walking about 
again. ; 

I see no 
reason to fear this. i

hotel room, I was kept awake by the violent . 

He 
had to cough hard and long before he could 
get up some secretion, and then for a while 
he would get some rest.
